The Earl of Morton, Lord Chancellor of Scot- 
land, undertook to direct an enterprise in defiance of all the laws he was 
bound to be the guardian of, and the Lord Ruthven, who had been con- 
fined to his bed by a dangerous distemper, and was still so feeble he could 
hardly walk, or bear the weight of his own armour, was entrusted with 
the executive part, and while he himself needed to be supported by two 
men, he came abroad to commit a murder in the presence of his Sovereign. 
On the 9th March, 1566, Morton entered the Court of the Palace with 
160 men, and without noise, or meeting any resistance, seized the gates."
